If 
this was his plan the wrecking part was cer- 
tainly successful enough to have carried out 
the rest of it. It looks more like the 
work of a crazy man. If he was sane he 
would hardly attempt to wreck a train three 
times 2 ten Gays in practically the 
8 * place. 

1 is 27 years old. He is 5 feet 84 inches 
ot he aht, bas dark eyes anda reddish brown 
mustache. He wore a black slouch hat, and 
was poorly dressed. He solemnly declared 
that he had only been arrested once in his 
life, and thatfor disturbing the peace on a 
Carondelet street car. He has lived in St. 
Louls, he says, since 1887, and states that his 
occupation is that ofa teamster. 


ENGINEER RYAN’S CONDITION, 

The delayed passengers did not get away 
from Vulcan, where they lay over night, un- 
tus o’clock this morning. The body of the 
dead freman, whose home was in Murphys-

Engineer Ryan’s condition to-day is very 
serious, but some hope for his recovery was 
expressed this morning. He is 60 years old, 
is married, and also lives in Mur physboro. 


AT KAGEL’S HOME. 

For five months the Nagels have occupied 
two rooms of an old-fashioned brick house 
at No. 8768 South Broadway. Nagel has been 
out of employment, as far as the neighbors 


could judge by his actions, during the whole 
time. His wife earned such support as they 
had by going out to wash. Sometimes she 
— the wash home, and then her hus- 
band helped her with it. Occasionally he would 
disappear fortwo or three days, but as he 
formed no acquaintances in the neighVor- 
hood and did not encourage inguiry on the 
part of the other tenants in the house, no 
explanation of these absences was had. 

Nagel's wife is German, and she sometimes 
talked in that language with a woman who 
occupies rooms across the hall. Recently 
one of these conversations was begun in the 
Nagel rooms when he was present. He 
scowled and looked thoroughly vexed, and 
the talk was not prolonged. Alterward 
Mrs. Nagel told her visitor that her husband 
did not understand German, and did not 
like to hear it spoken in his presence, as he 
feared he was the subject of discussion. 

Nagel was an unsociabie fellow and made 
no attempt to find associates in the neigh- 
borhood. He stood at the te often, but 
never ventured into either of the saloons on 
the block. He sometimes left home about 
— ht-fail, Dut with a single exception, none 

is neighbors ever saw him return. Mr. 
* K. Sander, the grocer at No. 3770-72 
south Broadway , noticed Nagel coming 
home about daylight one morning with a 
big bundle of sassafras root slung over his 
shoulder.

John Anthony Hill Kilied by the Saloon: 
keeper, and the Latter’s Wife Died of 
a Broken Heart—Mrs. Hill Broughta 
Demage Suit for $5,000 Instead of 
Acting Sauerwein’s Proposal of 
Marriage—His Way of Looking at the 
Matter. 


Several months ago Fred Sauerwein, a 
saloon-Keeper, shot and killed John Anthony 
Hill, a tailor. A few weeks later Sauer- 
wein's wife died of grief 
over the tragedy, it ts said, 
Then Mrs. Hill brought suit for $5,000 dam · 
ages against the slayerof her husband and 
now Sauerwein wants to marry the widow of 
the man he kinled. It’s a queer story, ana 
what makes it all the more peculiar 
ie that Savuerwein admits that he 
proposed marriage to Mrs. Hill very soon 
after bis own wife was taken to the ceme- 
tery. 

The shooting took place on the night 
of Feb. 23. Hill and George Schma- 
laub were in Sauerwein’s saloon at 


the corner of High and O'Fallon streets and 
both were drinking. There was a dispute 
about the payment ofthe drinks and Savter- 
wein ran upstairs, secured his revolver, and 
on returning to the saloon, it is alleged, 
began Diazing away at his customers, The 
—— Dullet plerced Schoenlaub’s hand. Hul 

rang behind Schoenlaubd’s back and it is 
2 aimed, was trying to shieid himself 
from the aim of. . e infuriated saloon- 
keeper, but when Schoenlaub went down the 
second bullet ploughed a furrow across Hill's 
head. It is said Hill tried to escape, but that 
as he turned and started to run 
from the saloon, Sauervein took deliberate 
alm and a bullet crashed through Hill's 
skull and buried itself in the brain. A few 
hours later de died at the City Hospital. 
Scbhoenlaub recovered. 

Sauerwein was arrested and he is now 
under bonds and awaiting trial. He 
a big, heavy set man, 
short cropped white nalir, * 
Diack mustache and very red face. He is 
not prepossessing and his mgr & careless 
attire does not Improve his appearance. 
When he talks he speaks loud enough in or- 
dinary conversation to be heard half a block 
away.

Being Returned to the Senders. 


The Postmaster’s staff was busy to-day 
disposing of the mass of mail addressed to 
Trand, Smith & Forster, to Bertrand N. 
T andandto William Clark Forster, Attor- 
ney-at-law, 2018 North Ninth street, allof 
which were the nom de plumes of Dr. James 
B. Breeding, the young man who flooded the 
country with forged money orders of the 
Wells, Far Express Co. Dr. Breeding 
pleaded guilty in the Criminal Court last 
week, and was sentenced to three and a half 
years in the penitentiary. The ietters, 
which were addressed to his business aliases 
atthe general delivery office were drafts. 
remitted by banks and collectors, as the pro- 
ceeds of the forged money orders which 
they cashed. Assistant-Postmaster Littie 
had 819 of these letters on his desk to-day. 
Eachof them was stamped fraudulent. 
Such of them as had the address of the 
sender on the exterior were returned; the 
others were sent to the dead letter office.

WELL-GROUS UNDED ¢ “SUSPICION. 


There is much show of indignation 
among the statesmen in Washington who 
have been called before the Senate investi- 
gation because an invidious construction 
has deen placed upon actions in 
connection with the amendment to the 


| sugar schedule which they declare to be 


innocent and in the line of legitimate leg- 
islative work. 

But it is not at all strange that the ac- 
tions of these men should be regarded 
with suspicion, and that this sus- 
picion cannot be cleared away by mere 
denials. 
the men who are involved in the fixing up 
of the sugar amendment inexplicable 
except on the theory of unworthy 
influence or motive. The Sugar Trust is a 
monster combine for the plunder of the 
people. It represents a system of combina- 
tion which has been condemned by the 
people and is forbidden by law. Under 
the circumstances the people had a 
right to expect not only that any attempt it 
made to secure favorable legislation would 
be ignored, but that every effort would be 
made to cut off its plunder opport unities 
and crush its power. 

But what are the facts? The attempt is 
made by the organized committee of the 
Senate, controlied by a party 
pledged to crush the trusts, to 
favor one of the worst of the 
trusts with a legislative favor worth mil- 
lions of dollars of public plunder. The 
members of the committee have 
held conferences with representatives 
of this trust, The Secretary of 
the Treasury drew up the form of the 
amendment granting the trust a plunder 
privilege. He gave the head of the trust a 
note of introduction to a Senator. The 
hand of the trust is seen in every move 
of the men controlling the committee. 
Senators have profited by speculation in 
sugar certificates, and it ie positively 
stated that without the sugar amendment 
the tariff bill cannot be passed. 

The people cannot help but reason that 
this trust has a hold on their representa- 
tives strong enough to induce 
them to betray their interests. What 
other hold can this be but an 
unworthy one arising from some corrupt 
obligation or promise? There is 
only one way that the Senate can 
convince the people that the trust does not 
control its action by corrupt means and 
that is by smashing the trust’s work and 
passing a good tariff bill.

THE RUSH FOR EUROPE. 

_ Europe will again swarm with American 
visitors this summer. Discomforts and 
anndyances will be borne with heroic for- 
titude by the pilgrims from Columbia, 
and they will pour their money freely into 
the laps of the lucky foreigners, who wiil 
find the European hard times considerably 
mitigated by the bounty of the New 
World, iteelf needingevery dollar it can 
get. 

The educational benefits of a visit to 
Europe are not to be underestimated, but 
it is likely that a majority of us who cross 
the ocean do not go there with the pur- 
pose of improving our minds. We go be- 
cause others go and it seems the thing to 
do. And perhaps many of us undertake 
our travel just as some people undertake 
matrimony—they don’t know exactly 
what they are doing. 

The European tourist well earns all that 
he gets in Burope. An American who has 
been there candidly confesses that he 
found cathedrals only large, richly orna- 
mented churches; castles and monasteries 
very uncomfortable residences; many 
palaces, not unlike our best American 
hotels; no forests, lakes or rivers that 
compare with ours in size, and very few 
that compare with them in beauty; the 
skies of Italy no better than ours, and the 
skies of England worse. In chilly weather 
the large rooms, small fireplaces and great 
flues are noticeable. Fast trains are ex- 
pensive and cheap trains uncomfortable. 
There are vexatious custom-house exam- 
inations. Bad water, beggars, fleas and 
malaria abound, and the doctor talks 
through an interpreter. Strange lan- 
guages, incomprehensible currencies and 
little cheatings and swindlings without 
number add to the budget of disagree- 
ables. 

It is quite likely that the average Amer- 
can could spend his summer or his winter 
much more pleasantly in his own country

than in knocking about Burope. Should

RAVAGES OF SALARY DOCKING. 

Congressmen may well shudder with ap- 
prehension at the awful effect of the salary- 
docking rule on members and their fami- 
lies. From the 4th of April to the 4th of 
May, in consequence of this rule, 170 
members of the House obtained leave of 
absence. This is about 50 per cent 
of the total membership, a percentage of 
stricken persons almost unparalleled in the 
history of the world. It is seldom that the 
cholera, yellow fever and other frightful 
plagues in favorable localities and under 
exceptional circumstances have caused 
such ravages as this docking rule. 

One good feature about this besom of 
disease which is sweeping over Congress is 
that the effecte are seldom fatal, but on 
the other hand they seem continuous. 
No soonen is one member recovered 
than he is down again, or an- 
other is stricken, and there is thus 
danger that iliness may become habitual 
and chronic among our Representatives, 
thus insuring a condition little better than 
actual death. A house which is always 
sick had just as well be dead. It is a bur- 
den to itself and to the country. 

The House should by all means order an 
investigation, both in the interest of 
science and the treasury. There seems to 
be some intimate connection between this 
disease and money. It is a sort of money 
fever, the true nature of which 
can only be determined by inquiry. 
Perhaps it would be wise to call 
in the aid of a corps of eminent physicians 
to note the first symptoms and develop- 
ment of the complaint. It might be well, 
also, to establish strict quarantine, exam- 
ination and regulation to prevent the 
spread of the complaint.

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A FAIR REQUEST. 

The petition of the dramatic authors and 
managers for the amendment of the copy- 
right laws so as to afford better protection 
to the owners of plays and operas isa fair 
request. The existing law is good enough 
as far as it goes, but it does not seem to go 
tar enough. Some addition is needed to 
make the law effectual. 

Under the law now on the statute book 
the courts may restrain theatrical pirates 
fron using pirated productions, but the 
orders of court hold good only within the 
district of the court issuing them. The 
offender has only to move out of the dis- 
trict and he is safe from restraint and 
penalty, unless original action is begun in 
the court of that district. By the time 
this can be done the profits of the theft 
may be reaped and the offender can move 
to a new field. Under this system and the 
prevailing conditions of theatrical busi- 
ness, following upa play pirate is both 
costly and uncertain. 

The amendment sought provides that an 
order of Court shall hold good in any die- 
trict, and that any United States Circuit 
Court shall be competent to pass upon it 
and to enforce and dissolve injunctions. 
Liability for damages is fixed and pirating 
of this sort ie defined as a misdemeanor 
punishable by imprisonment. ; 

The only criticism that maybe sug- 
gested on this amendment is that the pun- 
ishment is too light. The offense is theft, 
and there is no meaner human hawk than 
the kind that preys upon the product of 
other men’s brains. Property of this na- 
ture is the easiest to steal and the hardest 
to protect. The title to it should be 
guarded by an effectual law.

pany. 

Now, withall due respect to you, we are 
compelled to say that these g ~~ YY are 
misleading, and we therefore desire to give 
the facts from our side of the case, leaving 
the public to draw its own conclusions. 

It is true that we have made no loud com- 
laints, for had we done so we would have 
aid ourselves liable to discharge and being 
blacklisted, and so kept out of employment 
in this and surrounding districts for years to 
come.

Your claim that you have not reduced 
wages is true in one sense, Dutin another 18 
far off. The amount of work required of us 
now forthe same day’s wage is nearly one- 
third greater than formerly required.
